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I, Dr. Vassilios Papadopoulos, being duly cautioned declare as follows: 

1 . I am a professor and chair of the Department of Biochemistry and Molecular 

Biology at Georgetown University Medical Center. 



2. I have been a professor at Georgetown University Medical Center since 1988. 



3. I previously submitted a §132 Declaration supporting the patentability of the 
invention disclosed in this application on September 1 8, 2000. 

4. In the Declaration, I discussed the results of a study conducted at Georgetown 
University Medical Center and released in May 2000. The results showed that a 
combination of procaine, zinc sulfate heptahydrate and ascorbic acid has a Cortisol 
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inhibition effect that is more elevated than the coritsol inhibition effect of each 
ingredient administered separately (a synergistic effect). The combination of 
procaine, zinc sulfate heptahydrate and ascorbic acid led to a clear and extremely 
significant Cortisol inhibition. 

5. In the September 1 8, 2000 Declaration, I did not include the actual data from this 
study. 

6. The results obtained from this study are attached as Exhibit A. 

7. All statements made of my own knowledge are true and all statements made on 
information and belief are believed to be true.
